“two feet six inches wide in con- 
trolled daylight if it 1s to be con- 
sidered sultable for school use. 

The standard lantern, using three 
and-n-quarter Inches by three-and- 
a-quarter inches glass slides, still - 
supreme for brilliant clear pictures 
to large audlenees, {fs being sup- 
planted tn Britaln’s schools by the 
combined “miniature sUde (two 
Inches by two inches) and film strip 
projector. The film strip js cheaper, 
takes up: less room and Is less: 
fragile than glass slides. Tt Is ao 
wartime development of the silde 
projector assocluted in prewar days 
with miniature cameras, ° 


Film strips were uscd to a small 
extent before World War JI, and 
if was discovered to be an Ideal 
method of mass Instruction for the 
Armicd Forces, ensuring that all 
training was identical. This, « of 
course, does not enamour !t to the 
educationist. Up to some hundred 
or s0 plielures can be printed In a 
sequence on a roll of film, which 
takes up o very small amount of 
space. The pictures are printed In 
one of two British standard sizes— 
cine size, which {fs 36 millimetres 
by 24 milimetres, and cinema 
frame, which is 24 millimetres by 
18 millimetres. - : : 


Although the strip projector is 
cheap and convenient to use, It 
must’ be borne in mind that there 
are serious restrictions and limita- 
tlons which must be overcome if 
it ds. to be used fully, The pre- 
arringement of the illustrations 
und the djficulty of obtalning local 
or individual specialist illustrations 
is the greatest drawback, 

This brings us to the question 
of motion pictures. If films are 
to justify their great cost, it ts 
essential that they: are made-with a 
full understanding of the require- 
ments of both teacher -and pupll. 
The very term “motion picture”

The success or failure of the 
visual afd programme in a particu 
lar region rests not only with the 
teachers, but equally ‘with — those 
responsible -for the educational ad- 
ministration. They have to provide, - 
maintain and service suitable = ap- 
paratus, supply libraries of still 
‘and moving ‘picture materlal anc 
make fachtitles available for the 
provision of Individual material for - 
teacherd. Where ‘it js essential, 
through local circumstances, for 
mobile projection units ta be pro- 
vided, the schools visited must have 
their own selection of films, 


Larger schools should be provided 
with upparatus for taking photo- 
grapbs and making Juntern slides, 
In some schools cinema cameras 
could even be provided. Groups of 
teachers who meet. to study and 
discuss visual methods, ought to be 


given sympathetic treatment in the 
loan of apparatus and matertal. It 
iy difficult to differentiate between 
the relative importante of the sup- 
ply of equipment ond the training 
of: tenchers, but {It is certain, that 
one ds useless without the. other.

NO POLICY CHANGE 
The experts emphasised that there 
had been no change of Allicd policy 
since the first currency reform law 
was Issued in Berlin 10 days ago. 
Local Mayors of tho three Wes- 
tern sectors of Berlin conferred to- 
day with the British, French and 
American Deputy Commandants on 
the new currency regulation issued 
during the weekend. 
The Mayors were understood to

FLIGHTS CUT DOWN 

Frankfurt, July 5.—Bad _ flying 
weather with heavy rain and low 
ceiling, cut a number of flights to 
besieged Berlin today from_yester- 
day's figure of 819 tons to 809 tons, 
the United States Alr Force head- 
quarters reported. 

From 4 p.m yesterday -

COAL ON WAY 

Meanwhile, the Bavarlan Minlstry 
of Economics In Munich , revealed 
today that 600 tons of coal to be 
used In Berlin’s electricity power 
plants, will ‘be transported to 
Munich's Fuerstenfeldbruck ‘alr 
base on Saturday by a Bavarian coal 
firm and unloaded Immediatcly. 

The coal was ordered by General 
Lucius D. Clay, American’ Military 
Goveree of Berlin, Ministry oMctals 
said. 

According to the Ministry, the 
edal will be put info sacks and loaded 
into alreraft and flown to Berlin 
where they will be dropped over 
the alrfleld from a low level.
